CHINA.

2 SHANGHAT. 

The present mail brings advices.from this port to the 23rd 
August ; the French mail from London, 3rd July, was received 
on the 16th August, and the following P. and O. mail of the 
10th July arrived out on the 17th August. The latter is said to 
be the quickest London mail ever delivered in Shanghai, having 
occupied but thirty-eight days in transit. The following sum- 
mary of news is from the Worth China Herald :-— 

We hear that the Chinese authorities are instituting some new 
regulations with regard to the local levies on sugar, of a nature 
to operate unjustly towards foreigners, as well as towards some 
classes of their own countrymen. The old system having pro- 
bably been found capable of evasion, the authorities have estab- 
lished a guild or farm for the collection of the duties on the 
article. The guild promises, to those who give a bond that they 
will declare truly the amount of their imports, a reduction of 
nearly fifty per cent., but this privilege is to be restricted to 
Cantonese. Sugar which has been imported through foreigners 
or by northern Chinese will be charged at the old rate, and the 
emissaries of the guild will keep a sharp lookout for evasions, 
which when found out will entail confiscation. The arrange- 
ment, as it has been described to us, appears to be designed, 
doubtless through the powerful influence of the Cantonese, to 
give that class a monopoly of the trade ; and if enquiry into the 
matter show this to be the case, it ought to be firmly resisted. 

Mr. Mowat, the Deputy Chief Judge of H. B. M. Supreme 
Court, goes to Chefoo, we understand, in consequence of a sum- 
mous from the Chief Judge. Mr. Mowat has delegated his 
functions to Mr. Myburgh, barrister-at-law. Our evening con- 
temporaries have criticised both the legality of the step and the 
fitness of the appointment. The Courier gives its approval to 
the latter, but presents a strong argument against the first aspect 
of Mr. Mowat’s action. We must assume that Mr. Mowat has 
not taken the step without due consideration, and that he is 
prepared to accept the responsibility of his act. Apart from the 
question of its legality, which we are not ina position to dis- 
cuss, we quite coincide in the opinion that a double delegation 
of the judicial powers is scarcely just to the community and is 
much to be deprecated. The occasion having arisen, moreover, 
it would no doubt have been preferable if a gentleman of Mr. 
Hannen’s experience on the bench had been requested and could 
have been induced to act; but before pronouncing the gentleman 
who has undertaken the duties “eminently unsuited” to the 
position, as the Gazette has done, it would be only courteous to 
wait till he had proved his unfitness, 
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Thefts from fora residences have been of frequent occur- 
rence, the time usually being chosen when people go out to walk 
or drive in the cool of the evening, leaving their houses, with 
doors and windows open to admit air, in charge of servants who 
prokably take the opportunity to loaf and gossip. The thief 
walks in, selects a conveniently portable article, and retires with- 
out leaving his address. Two such cases have occurred in Hong- 
kew, and enabled some pawnshop to add a drawing-room cloc 
and a hall barometer to its stock on favourable terms. A silver 
tankard has also been taken, and the Chinese thieves are reported 
to be particularly provident in the matter of laying by foreign 
umbrellas for a rainy day. 

A warrant having been issued for the apprehension of Mr. 
Fawcett, the engineer lately in charge of the works at the Shan- 
tung Lighthouse, on a charge arising out of the recent disturbance 
there, he has been arrested at Nagasaki, in consequence of a tele- 
gram from Shanghai. Mr. Fawcett is expected to arrive here by 
the Glengyle on the 24th Aug., and will be sent on to Chefoo by 
the first opportunity, where the case against him has to be in- 
vestigated. When the matter first came before H.M. Consul at 
Chefoo, the native authorities having failed to produce evidence 
to sustain the allegation that Mr. Fawcett had shot a Chinaman, 
Mr. Lay liberated him, and he was advised to place himself be- 
yond the reach of Chinese vindictiveness, to do which he went 
to Japan. 

We hear that the sentence of the Chehsien in the Yang Yeh- 
liu case has been confirmed, and that it now only remains to 
refer it to the Board of Punishments for approval, as is custom- 
ary in grave cases. Our readers will remember the case as 
that of an actor who married the daughter of a Cantonese com- 
pradore. Cantonese society felt outraged ; the unfortunate actor 
was tried, with fearful tortures, and ordered, after corporeal 
punishment, to be sent to his native province of Chihli. The 
. case excited a great deal of controversy among the Chinese, the 
natives of the North sympathising with the victim of Cantonese 
influence. Under torture the unhappy man confessed to the 
crime with which he had been charged, that of abduction, though 
the legality of the marriage was apparent ; but when he recovered 
he recanted, and underwent a process of bandying about from the 
lower to the higher Courts, with renewals of torture, which no 
doubt wore out his courage, so that he yielded at last to the per- 
sistency of his persecutors. 

As the French mail steamer Sindh was proceeding down the 
river on the 16th August she collided with a small laden junk, 
which filled, and was afterwards drifted into the Soochow Creek, 
opposite to which the accident happened, where it sank. The 
junk had shortly before anchored direct in the fairway of the 
river, which carelessness caused the accident. No blame, we are 
' informed, attaches to the steamer. The crew of the junk, who 
jue d overboard, were said to have been all saved, but the 

owdah and others of their number state that there were more 
men on board, and that four of them were drowned. An eye- 
witness informs us that after the collision several of the junk’s 
crew were seen struggling in the water, close to the steamer, but 
no effort was made to save their lives, not even a rope being 
thrown to them. Another eye-witness tells us, however, that 
the dangerous position into which the junk forced the steamer, 
regardless of repeated warnings from her whistle as she came 
down stream, was sufficient to warrant any amount of indiffer- 
ence to the fate of the Chinese crew. The Sindh had great 
‘difficulty in clearing the Costa Rica at the P.M.S. Wharf, and 
our informant thinks every one on board her must have been 
fully employed trying to extricate their own vessel. 

On the 2ist Aug. a cargo-boat crossing the river at ebb tide 
fouled the D’Estrees, French corvette, and capsized. The boat con- 
tained four persons, three men and a woman. The moment the 
accident was observed, a boat was lowered from the man-of- 
war, the crew of which succeeded in rescuing the woman, but 
the three men, a father and two sons, could not be found. 
Another accident has occurred at Hunt's Wharf, when a China- 
man, while in the act of unmooring a cargo-boat from the 
steamer Chinkiang, fell overboard and was drowned. It was 
dark at the time, and as there was a strong tide running no at- 
tempt was made to rescue the man. He was not seen after he 
fell into the water. 

On the 19th August the Japanese corvette Rio+io-kan, from 
Nagasaki, was observed to be outside the Red Buoy. The Lio- 
jto-kan is a wooden vessel, protected by a girdle of four-inch iron 

lates, three feet and a-half above and four feet under the water- 

ine, and is not, therefore, an ironclad according to the ordinary 
application of the term. She is of 280-horse power, and carries 
twelve guns. The fio-jio-kan brings his Excellency Okubo, the 
Japanese Special Envoy and Plenipotentiary to the Court of Pe- 
king. The Sin Nanzing was in readiness for his Excellency and 
suite, but instead of going North by her, the members of the 
embassy came on to Shang ai, and took up their quarters at the 
Aster House. Seven of their number left on the 21st August 
by the steamer Appin, for Tientain ; the Minister, with the re- 
mainder of his suite, left for Woosung on the 22nd, to embark in 
the Rio-jio0-kan for the North. 

The quickest outward passage of the present season, by other 
than a mail steamer, has been made by the Glenfinlas, a new 
vessel of 1,366 tons, belonging to Messrs, Macgregor, Gow, and 
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Co., of London and Glasgow. She arrived at. Woosung on the 
19th August, at 5 p.m., having made the voyage from the Downs 
in forty-seven days eleven hours or, deducting stoppages, in 
forty-one days thirteen hours’ steaming. But the bar has 
lengthened her otherwise successful voyage, for she did not ; ¢t 
over till the 20th, and then she ran upon the Pootung shore, #1] 
will have to be lightened considerably before she can come off. 

General Le Gendre has arrived here from Amoy. We under. 
stand that General Le Gendre had a document read to him by 
the U.S. Marshal, the purport of which was that he was released 
and that his case would not proceed to a trial. Americans seem 
to be mystified by the strangeness of the step from first to last, 
and the general impression 1s that it was at least premature. 

On the 20th Aug., at the U.S. Consulate-General, the assess. 
ment of the arbitrators, Messrs. H. Viguier, Joseph Haas, and 
J. B. Boswell, in the case of the collision between the P. M. 8.8, 
Golden Ageand the junk Nirhjee Shun, was read by Mr. Seward, 
Consul-General. The damage caused to both vessels by the 
collision has been equally apportioned between them, and the 
junk’s share is reduced to a comparatively insignificant sum. 

Amongst the cargo per Costa fica, on her last trip from Japan, 
was a large Blakeley rifled gun, weighing about nine tone, with 
a quantity of shot and shell for the piece, the destination of 
which is said to be Foochow. The solid shot for the gun weigh 
each 200 Ibs. On account of the want of a crane at the 
P. M.S. S. Wharf, much labour and expense was incurred in 
landing so heavy a piece of ordnance, a temporary one of con- 
siderable power and dimensions having to be erected. 

Very severe weather has been felt on the coast of Formosa. A 
letter from Amoy, dated the 15th Aug., says :—“ Bad news has 
just come to hand from Takow. A British barque, Carolin 
Hutchins, went ashore between Apes Hill and the entrance of 
the Harbour ; all hands were lost. I have not heard the parti- 
culars, as the intelligence has been brought over by a junk, but, 
from what I do kuow, I think she must have dragged across the 
bar from the outside, where she had been at anchor, during the 
gal , The weather there has been very severe ever since the 
13th.” 

A party of astronomers, consisting of M. Fleuriais, hydro- 
grapher to the French navy, M. Blariez, and M. Lapied, has 
arrived to take observations of the Transit of Venus in China. 

A large junk, laden with poles, has been sunk in the river, 
below Collier's Dock. She appears to have had her stern cut 
clean away. How the mishap occurred has not transpired.

FORMOSA. 
Tue JAPANESE EXPEDITION, 


There is literally no news of the position of affairs in Formos; 
a perfect calm prevails, and, judging from the aspect of matter, 
it is not in this instance likely to be the proverbial forerunner of 
astorm. The statement is made on dood Chinese authority that 
the difficulty is to be, if it has not already been, referred to the 
arbitration of the Foreign Ministers at Peking, but probably 
nothing will be done till the arrival of the special Japanese En- 
voy, Okubo. A foreign emissary from the Japanese Gover 
ment, under an assumed name, is said to have left Japan for 
Shanghai, to ascertain the strength of the Chinese navy, its arma- 
ment, and the extent of its warlike resources, ‘This fact, coupled 
with the purchase of steamers for transport service, is significant, 
and belies the assertion so continually put forward, as to there 
being no probability of war between the two countries. ; 

A correspondent of the China Mail writes :—There is nothing 
new ; everything is in statu guo, with the exception of the 
Chinese pushing ahead every preparation for a conflict. If 
China is forced to expel the Japanese by force, it is not at all 
improbable that she will follow up the movement by an invasion 
of Japan. The Emperor has, I hear, sanctioned the purchase of 
ten ironclads, and a foreign loan of $30,000,000 or $40,000,00 
is mooted. This will probably receive the Imperial sanction to. 
As far as I can judge the Chinese navy seems to be very officient, 
the armament some of the ships carry is very powerful ; for i- 
stance, the corvette Vang-woo carries fourteen guns, most of 
which are seven tons in weight, throwing shells of 120 Ibs. or 1" 
Ibs., I don’t recollect which. The guns of the other ships of war 
have been changed for more powerful ones, even a moderite- 
sized gunboat carries five sixty-two pounder Krupp guns, breech- 
loading, with two small brass guns ; such is the armament of the 
Chingyuen, a vessel much smaller than the Aalan or the Feyuet. 
The engines of most of the steamers are built below the water 
line. The steamers are mostly fast vessels, the Fung-ioo can 9° 
about fourteen knots in ordinary weather with steam alone, 
while others can average between nine and ten knots. Of the 
two frigates built at Shanghai one is to be stationed here ; she 
will arrive shortly. a 

The steamer Hant-ow, arrived at Shangai, reports having pass" 
the Aden, Leeyune, and Yungching, and four other Chinese trans: 
ports, all laden with troops embarked at Chinkiang, lying ® 
anchor at the North Tree. The fleet is reported to have suc? 
passed Woosung, and will rendezvous at the Pescadores, 
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HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the 29th August ; 


the French mail from London July 17 was received on the 24th 
August. The China Mail gives the following account of the 
seizure of the Spark by pirates and murder of the captain and 
officers :— 


A terrible tragedy occurred on the 22nd Aug. on board the 
steamer Spark, on its voyage from Canton to Macao. Chinese 
pirates who had embarked as passengers made an onslaught on 
the crew and passengers near Bocca Tigris, murdered the cap- 
tain, mate, And: purser, and wounded most dangerously the only 
European passenger and the whole crew. After the pirates had 
been in possession of the steamer for six hours a junk came 
over from the shore to take them and their booty. The Chinese 
engineers brought the steamer over to Macao, where it arrived on 
the 23rd Aug. Viscount Sam Januario immediately sent the gun- 
boat Caumoens to search the Canton river, and is taking all the 
necessary measures. It was owing to the fact of some of the firemen 
concealing themselves during the me/ée that they escaped slaugh- 
ter and were able to get the vessel off shore, and take her to 
Macao when the pirates had departed. The agents of the Com- 
pany on receiving the news despatched the White Cloud at once 
to Macao, and Mr. G. Heard, Captain Sands, Mr. Ray and an 
officer sent by Commodore Parish, to whom the intelligence was 
at once communicated, went with that vessel. The gunboat EUé 
also was despatched at once to render assistance. Sincere regret 
is felt for the loss of Captain Brady, who has been long in com- 
mand of the steamer, and was well known andgenerally re- 
spected on the coast. The d/ail gives the subjoined additional 
particulars :—- ’ 


When the news of the outrage was brought to Macao, Capt. Carroll, 
Mr. Deacon, and the Governor's Secretary went off to the Spark, 
which wes cruising about in a purposeless manner to and fro in the 
harbour. No rockets were fired or other signals made from the Spark. 
Besides the captain, mate, and purser killed, and Mr. Mundy dangerously 
wounded, two of the seamen are reported missing. The first attack was 
made at half-past noon yesterday off the Island of Lankit. The pirates 
were taken off by a Hakka boat at half-past six, having been in posses- 
sion of the steamer six hours. Seven thousand dollars, in notes of the 
Hong Kong Banks and in silver, were taken from the purser. The in- 
centive to the outrage is supposed to have arisen in a rumour to the 
effect that 2 gambling-house proprietor was going down to Macao from 
Canton in the Spark with $18,000 in his possession. This appears 
to have been a false report, but that the pirates had belief 
im its accuracy is borne out by the fact that they -ran- 
sacked and rifled the luggage of all the passengers, whom 
they forced below and kept there, battening down the hatches. 
The pirates were more than twenty in number, and took p: e at 
Canton. They got up a disturbance by fighting with sticks. The 
mate went down to part them, when the men assaulted him. He 
called the captain, who also went down. The pirates fired at Capt. 
Brady, one bullet striking him inthe shoulder. He ran to the upper 
deck, got a revolver, and returned below. He then attempted to fire 
on the pirates, but his weapon repeatedly missed fire. The unfortunate 
captain was thus entirely at the mercy of his assailants, and a fierce 
onslaught was made upon him. One of the pirates stabbed him in the 
knee ; another cut him on the wrist with a sword, others shot him, and 
some again speared him. There were thirty-two wounds upon his 
body when found. On the lower part of the back was a serious wound, 
which probably proved fatal, and having severed the spinal column 
must have at once disabled him. 

Captain Carroll describes the scene on board the Spark as horrible. 
The decks were covered with blood. Brady was found in his cabin 
dead, lying on the floor with one arm raised in the air, his whole body 
a mass of wounds, and saturated with gore. Mr. Mundy was on the 
fore-deck, fearfully wounded and still insensible. Near him lay four 
dead sailors. Mr. Mundy was the only European passenger on board, 
and he offered a brave and determined resistance. He knocked down 
two of the pirates, and was engaged with the others, when he was 
stabbed twice in the breast. The weapons were evidently aimed at his 
heart, but fortunately did not reach there ; the left lung is believed to 
be pierced, but Mr. Mundy is much better than might have been ex- 
pected, and there are good hopes of his ultimate recovery. Had he 
been able to effect his purpose of joining the captain, a better 
account might have been given of the robbers. Nine persons alto- 
gether were killed in the affray, namely, the captain, the mate, 
the purser, one fireman, one Chinaman, and four passengers. The 
Chinaman was occupying the cabin of the compradore, and the pirates, 
no doubt, mistook him for that officer. It is impossible as yet to say 
who are the dead passengers ; but it is thought they formed part of the 
gang of pirates. There were about 150 passengers on board in all. 
Both mate and purser also bravely resisted the attack, and did all that 
could be done; tut they were, of course, soon overpowered. When 
very ludly wounded, and seeing further resistance useless, they are 
said to have jumped overboard. One of the firemen was also killed, 
and it was owing to the fact of the others secreting themselves that 
the vessel ever reached Macao. Captain Carroll's opinion is that Brady 
must have been carried to his cabin and laid there. Out of twenty- 
two cases of silk on board only cight or ten pounds were taken ; but, as 
among the property stolen from Mr. Mundy there were several English 
sovereigns, it is to be hoped that these and the lost notea may afford a 
clue to the discovery of the robbers. 

The Canton and Macao Steam-boat Company have offered the sum 
of $2,000 for information which will lead to the apprehension of the 
pirates. The Governor of Macao took most careful measures, and did 
what seemed best under the circumstances, The passengers by the 
Spark were put on board the Police Hulk, and examined. Before

leaving they were required to give their names, addresses, and occupa- 
tions. Thus their attendance, if necessary, at any investigation is se- 
cured. The compradore, it should be stated, who received a wound 
during the attack, is amongst those who came to Macao. The body 
of poor Captain Brady—an old and valued servant of the company, 
and a man largely respected —was buried at Macao, Mr. H. Ebell read- 
ing the funeral service. Almost every European in the settlement 
followed the remains to the grave. The Spark has now been taken off 
the line ; her place being supplied by the White Cloud. The Camoens, 
Portuguese gunboat, which had been sent up the Canton river to search 
for the pirates, has returned to Macao, her cruise having been so far 
unsuccessful. 

“are following items of intelligence are also from the China 

‘ail :— 

One of the most successful expeditions ever made in search of 
thieves has just been brought to a conclusion by Mr. Newitt, 
the acting superintendent of the Eastern Australasian and China 
Telegraph Company, who, thanks to the admirable way in which 
the Macao authorities aided his wishes, has succeeded in dis- 
covering the rascals who recently stole a portion of the cable. 
It appears that an informer came to Hong Kong, and calling on 
Mr. Newitt, stated that he could point out the junks which cut 
and stole the cable. Mr. Newitt accordingly went over to Macao 
and called upon the Governor, who promised him every assist- 
ance in the object of his visit. Arrangements were made (as the 
thieving junks had left Macao) to hire a junk that could be de- 
pended upon to go over at night to Typa and try and hook the 
cable, which, it was reported, the thieves had thrown overboard 
at that anchorage. This was accordingly done, the junk suc- 
ceeding in hooking and getting inboard some fifty yards, 
together with remnants of gutta-percha and other material, 
evidently stripped off lengths of the cable preparatory to 
selling it as wire. The stolen cable was taken to Macao, 
where it was lodged in the Custom House for safety and 
secrecy, and preparations were made for the capture of the 
junks on board of which were the thieves. Two steamers left, 

aving on board Mr. Mesnier, private secretary to the Go- 
vernor, who accompanied Mr. Newitt. Two boats were lowered 
and manned with crews fully armed. The junk was lying close 
in shore, and the party, suddenly boarding her, seized and bound 
the whole crew before they had time to offer any resistance. 
There were seventeen prisoners in all, including the master, his 
wife and five children. They were tried and the sentences 
passed were as follows :—For the master and his wife, fifteen 
years’ imprisonment, with hard labour; the sailor who first 
leaded an alibi got four years’ hard labour—the sentences in 
th cases to be carried out in Timor. The junk to be sold, and 
the proceeds handed over to the credit of the Telegraph Com- 
pany, after deducting expenses. The rest of the prisoners were 
acquitted, 

An outrage of a nature calculated to give rise to a question of 
much importance has been perpetrated by a Chinese mandarin, 
junk at Tania Island. his vessel, it appears, fired upon a 
fishing junk, and wounded three of its crew, who are now in the 
Civil Hospital ; and as the shots were fired in British territory 
(Lamma lying within the boundaries of Hong Kong and its 
dependencies according to the latitude and longitude Tid down 
in the charter of the Colony), it will become a question whether 
it will not be the duty of the Government to enforce satisfaction. 
The story told is that the mandarin junk came to the station and 
demanded a squeeze, on the ground that the fishermen ought to 
have a licence from Canton, and on the money being refused, 
went away and fired, as already stated. A curious question has 
been raised as to whether Lama Island belongs to the Colony, 
but we understand a reference has proved that there is no doubt 
of the fact. Welearn that it is probable the subject will be 
brought forward at the Legislative Council.

The Austrian war steamer Archduke Friedrich, from Singa- 
pore 2nd August, came into harbour on the 15th August, and 
saluted the British flag. The salute was returned from the 
Princess Charlotte and the saluting battery. 

The Chinaman, Lee Lum Kwai, charged with extortion for 
threatening to procure the rendition of another Chinese to the 
native Government unless heavily feed, has been committed for 
trial at the Supreme Court. 


An Ordinance embodying the scattered lecislation regarding - 


merchant shipping, and containing some important local reeula- 
tions, is passing through the Legislative Council. The Council 
next meets on the 31st August. 

A native “Ta Tsiu” festival, now in progress, has provoked 
strong remonstrances from the European population. 

The following items of news are from the Overland Trade 
Report :— 

Great complaints have been made with reference to the failure 
of the Chinese officials at Foochow to take any steps to prevent 
the robbery of the cargo of the steamer Canton, recently wrecked 
on Min Reef. Although the matter was at once represented to 
them by H.M. Consul, and there were two European-built gun- 
boats in the port, they did nothing, and allowed the valuable 
cargo to become the prey of wreckers. A protest has been sent 
by the Foochow Chamber of Commerce to H.B.M. Consul, who 
has promised to represent the matter to the Chinese authorities. 
The latter are bound by treaty to adopt measures for the security 
of British vessels which may become stranded on the China 
coast, and it is clear that in the present instance, although they 
could easily have done so, they failed to take any steps whatever. 

The ordinary half-yearlymeeting of the Hong Kong and Wham- 
poa Dock Company took place on the 24th August. The report 
showed a surplus of about $28,000, and left the question of divi- 
dend to be decided by the meeting. The Chairman said that the 
directors had not felt justified in recommending a dividend, as 
there were sundry amounts to be provided for, among others an 
old debt of $5,000, which had been taken over when the Union 
Company was purchased, which appeared as an asset to that 
company, and was an amount due by the Spanish Government 
as a guarantee for work, and which there was little chance of 
recovering. The report was adopted, and after some discussion 
it was agreed to be unadvisable to declare any dividend. 

An extraordinary meeting of the shareholders in the China 
Fire Insurance Oftice was held on the 25th August, when a reso- 
lution confirming that passed on the 11th, for an alteration in the 
Articles of Association, to permit the investment of a portion of 
the funds in foreign securities was passed.

That the namby-pamby, subservient, kowtowing, and servile 
policy, vis-a-vis the Peking authorities, adopted and followed 
with but too faithful consistency by the representatives of the 
British Government in China, should have resulted in an almost 
complete erasure of the Pose painfully acquired by the sacri- 
fice of men and money fourteen years ago is hardly surprising. 
To those who know the Chinese mind and its utter callousness 
to any sentiment but that of contempt on one hand and awe on 
the other, the pursuit of such a policy, the maintenance of such 
a prostrate attitude as Great Britain through her sinologic re- 
presentatives has of late carried out and assumed, could only 
eventuate in a position of affairs which might be worse, and 
could hardly be Petter, than now exists in China. When our 
representative wanted to present his great nation’s congratu- 
lations to the effete stripling who sits on the throne of 
China on the occasion of the potentate’s marriage, he 
took, vicariously for the power he represents, a slap in the face ; 
and now China concludes, from a process of reasoning peculiarly 
Chinese, that every part of the body she then insulted with im- 
punity may be assaulted in its turn. The latest treaty with 
China provides that any Chinese subject who shall have taken 
refuge under British protection shall, upon proof of his having 
committed any offence against Chinese law, be delivered up to 
his own authorities. To us, who know how easy it is for any 
person in authority, not of the highest necessarily, to adduce 
proof of anything, such a stipulation seems absurd ; but when 
we know that in delivering a Chinaman to be dealt with by the 
lawa ‘of his country, if he should happen to be obnoxious to 
any one in power, we are delivering him to the certainty 
of the most refined kinds of torture, it appears somewhat 
barbarous. But the concession of a right she should never 
have possessed —the admission of China to treaty rights at 
all—has another aspect, and one which affects our national 
dignity, which is of more importance far, as regards our relations 
with China, than our national reputation for humanity. The 
Chinese Governmeut has a right to claim the rendition of any of 
its subjects who may have committed outrages even upon British 
nationals in Chinese territory or waters. A case in point occurred 
the other day, or only a few weeks ago. A Hong Kong junk 
was pirated in Chinese waters. The pirates were taken and 
pestent to Hong Kong, where proof of their guilt was clearly 
established. A demand was made for them by the authorities 


at Canton. No proof was needed as to the locale of their out- 
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The fact was clear, and was admitted that it was within 
' Chinese jurisdiction, and accordingly the men were given over 
. to their own countrymen for punishment. It is positively as- 
_ serted, and I, who do not take things on mere report, believe 
it, that they were under Mandarin protection, and were dis- 
, charged at once. Certainly no account of their punishment has 
been sent to Hong Kong. But let that pass. . 
' Within the last fortnight a mandarin junk, probably one of 
_ those boats in the service of the Viceroy of Canton which are em- 
' ployed to collect the Customs revenue, and really blockade Hong 
ong so effectually that not a junk can pass to or from that is- 
| land without incurring the certainty of a squeeze, and running the 
i risk of confiscation, fired upon a village on Lamma Island, a 
| patch coming within the limits of the charter of Hong Kong, and 
‘ wounded or killed several of the inhabitants. There is no news 
| of the Mandarin junk being called to account ; but an idea pre- 
| vails here—incredulous as our people are becoming about the 
| Home Government troubling itself about any of these things— 
| that this is an outrage which will at least be inquired into, But 
the sombre aspect of trifles like these pales before the magni- 
tude of the blackness of the last horror I have to report. Six 
| days ago, last Saturday morning, the Hong Kong, Macao, and 
Canton steamer Spark, having on board her Captain Brady, a 
i man well-known and much respected here, three Portuguese officers 
| of the ship, and a crew of eight Chinese, left Canton as usual in 
| the forenoon for Macao. Among other merchandise she carried 
one hundred and ay Chinese, passengers apparently of the 
ordinary sort. One European gentleman, named Mundy, an 
employe of Messrs. Deacon and Co., unfortunately for himself, 
took his passage in the ill-fated vessel. Monsieur Dabry de 
Thiervant, the French Consul at Canton, had fully intended to 
go to Macao the same day in the same vessel. An unforeseen, 
apparently annoying, but really providential trifle prevented 
him from carrying into effect his intention. Before I go any 
further, I may as well mention, for the sake of those who 
may know Mr. Mundy at home, that he is alive, and, if 
not well, at least likely to recover soon from the effects of his 
voyage. Heis the survivor of the catastrophe. Just at the 
moment when the steamer was leaving the Canton wharf, 
a man, attended by two covlies carrying a chest, hurried to the 
vessel and deposited the chest on board. By one of those supreme 
accidents which may be the result of human accuracy of 
calculation, or may be an arrangement of fate, inscrutablé 
and disastrous, the chest so arrived on board that the 
Customs official on the wharf had neither time to search it nor to 
have it brought ashore, and so the vessel steamed away tran- 
quilly to sea with a case full of arms, and a crowd of pirates 
able and willing to use them. For, among the not comparatively 
numerous and apparently unremarkable Chinese passengers, 
were no fewer than thirty of the Pearl River pirates. These 
had laid their plans with sufficient cunning. They commanded 
success if they did not deserve it. The Captain was so familiar 
with that latent danger incurred by every European who makes 
a passage on board a vessel with a crowd of Chinese passengers 
that the moment of active peril found him uvprepared. At a 
preconcerted moment, soon after noun, when the Spark on her 
downward passage had passed the two daily up river steamers, 
one from Canton, the other from Macao, the pirates commenced 
a fictitious row on the middle deck. I should mention that 
our river boats here are built on the same principle as 
the American ones. The first and second classes are on the upper 
deck, the saloon being forward. The middle deck is devoted to 
the deck or third-class passengers. The mate, when he heard the 
riot increase in intensity, ran aft and went below, endeavouring, no 
doubt, to quell it in the usual summary way. The pirates quelled 
him, and continued their noise. The purser next went below, and 
was either forced overboard, or killed and thrown into the river. 
Captain Brady, who was in his cabin at the time—probably the 
two previous murders only occupied as many minutes—seized his 
revolver, and in his turn ran aft and went below. A pistol shot met 
him in the shoulder, and he was set upon by the ruftians. His re- 
volver would not go off, but snapped repeatedly. He then had to 
fight his way to the upper deck, which he reached, with thirty-two 
wounds, It was then Mr. Mundy’s turn. This gentleman, armed 
only with nature’s weapons, saw the captain struggling to the deck, 
and went to his assistance. He knocked down at least two of the 
pirates with his fists, and then fell himself, overpowered by 
numbers. Before he became insensible he had strength enou hb 
left to take his rings off his fingers, the pirates giving him the 
alternative of doing so or having rings and fingers cut away 
together. The compradore of the steamer, a Chinaman, wisel 
left his cabin and mixed with the passengers, a precaution whi 
saved his life, for a Chinese passenger who was close to his room 
was killed in mistake for him. Four others were also killed, 
but whether they were bond-fide passengers or some of the 
pirate band has not transpired. The engineer was also dis- 
posed of, but when or in what manner, owing to the confusion 
and the impossibility of getting an accurate account from the 
territied Chinese passengers and crew, is unknown. Until 
past six in the evening the robbers remained in on 
of their prize, when a Hakka junk came off from the 
shore and took them and their booty away. They secured 
at least $7,000 in silver and notes of the Hong Kong 
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banks. This was the property of the company. What they got | effected and the headmen bound over in heavy sureties to pre- 


jrom the passengers, whose boxes they impartially rifled, is 
merely matter of conjecture. It is a curious fact that some $60 
in a drawer in Capt. Brady’s cabin should have escaped them. 
When they had fairly vacated the vessel, the Chinese crew and 
firemen, who had secreted themselves or mixed with the passen- 
gers, took charge of the vessel, and managed to arrive at Macao 
about midnight, where the Spark was boarded by Capt. Carroll, 
of the Poyany, the Governor’s secretary, and one or two other 
gentlemen, who found a hideous scene of carnage. Life was 
found in Mr. Mundy, who was taken ashore and tended. 
Means were taken to secure the future appearance of all 
the passengers; a Portuguese gun-boat was at once de- 
spatched to search for the pirates, the news was sent to 
Hong Kong in a_ steam launch, and the authorities at 
Canton were at once communicated with. It is but doing 
justice to these latter to say that they have done their best 
to secure the apprehension of the pirates ; but up to the time 
of the mail leaving (Saturday, 29th August, 10 a.m.) no capture 
is reported. I do not mean to say that the Chinese Mandarins, 
at least those in high places, are in any way responsible for or 
connected with this outrage ; but I do say that it has arisen 
from the gradual death of the terror of the British name which 
the wholesome lessons of years gone by inspired in the Chinese 
mind. To me there is no more certain sign of the times, no 
more fatal index of our loss of moral weight in the balance of 
Chinese estimation, than this successful outrage, perpetrated in 
broad daylight upon a steam-vessel sailing under the protection 
of the British flag. If matters progress as they have done of 
late that flag will be no protection at all in these seas, but will 
serve to show who may be safely insulted by the officials, and 
robbed and murdered with impunity by the piratical populace of 
the Celestial Empire. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 5th 
September ; no later mail from London had been received. The 
following summary of news is from the Straits Times :— 

The meeting of the Tanjong Pagar Dock Company (Limited) 
was held at the company’s office on the 25th August. 

The report and accounts having been taken as read, it was moved — 
That the directors’ report and accounts as now presented be passed. 
To this an amendment was proposed by Mr. Powell, seconded by Mr. 
Mansfield—That the directors’ report and accounts as now presented be 
adupted, with the exception that the words “an ad interim dividend of 
4 per cent.” be expunged, and the words “a dividend at the rate 
of 10 per cent. per annuin” be substituted, The amendment 
being put to the vote, resulted in a show of hands, for the amend- 
ment, ten, against it, ten. The Chairman gave his casting vote 
against the amendment. A poll was then demanded by five share- 
holders, and on votes being taken, 152 votes were recorded for the amend- 
ment, and 331 against it; the Chairman then declared the amend- 
ment as lost. It was then proposed by the Chairman, seconded by Mr. 
Suhl, “ That an ad interim dividend at the rate of four per cent. for 
the half-year ending 30th June last be declared.” Oa a show of 
hands, the Chairman declared the proposition carried. It was then pro- 
posed by Mr. Wood, seconded by Mr. Harper, “That it being con- 
sidered desirable to construct a new Graving Dock, the directors be 
empowered to take such steps as may be necessary to ascertain the cost 
of sucha work.” A shareholder objected tu the proposition, on the 
ground that there was no necessity for another duck. After discussion, 
the question being put to the vote, showed, for nine, against three. 
The chairman then declared the regclution carricd. The meeting 
closed with a vote of thanks to the chairman and directors, for their 
exertions in the interests of the company. 

The following intelligence from Atchin is extracted from the 
mail summary of the Jndier of the 26th August :—Little news 
has been received from Atchin. There have been varying re- 
ports from all quarters, but the state of affairs is, generally 
8 ing, not more unfavourable. Colonel Pel has stopped fur- 
ther operations for a short time. More States may gradually 
hoist our flag (there are some the submission of which was an- 
nounced months ago which now openly acknowledge the Nether- 
lands’ supremacy), but so long as Great Atchin, Pedir, and Sim- 
pang Olim persist in their resistance, the state of affairs will re- 
main as before. The Atchinese have, after an interval of a few 
days, begun again to fire upon us continually. The commander 
deems it necessary to capture sume other well fortitied positions 
in order to be secure, at least to a certain extent. The Batavia 
Handesblad of the 26th Aug. says that while some of the small 
Atchinese States are hoisting the Dutch flag, armed: men are at 
the same time setting out from them to harass the Dutch at 
Kotta Rajah. 

Allusion was recently made to disturbances in the Malay 
State of Salangore. Since then, it has transpired that the 
trouble arose through ill feeling between two Chinese factions 
near Sunghie Ujong,—a rich tin mining district,—which at one 
time threatened to culminate in a serious outbreak. This has, 
happily, been prevented through the influence of this Govern- 
ment, and an amicable settlement of the differences has been 
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serve the peace. 


An inquiry has been instituted before the Executive Council 
into the condition of the public service, and the relation of the 
various oftice-bearers to their offices, as also for the investigation 
of any charges of maladministration that may be brought for- 
ward, and the meetings are open to the public. Three meetings 
haye been held, but the inquiry is not yet sufficiently advanced 
to warrant public notice of its proceedings. So far, however, 
there appears to be no ground whatever to imagine that our 
public service is not as efficient and as incorrupt as we could 
wish it. 

Notwithstanding many reductions in postage and the comple- 
tion of postal conventions with neighbouring Governments, by 
which postage to those places is now chargeable only once on 
mail matter, instead of twice, as formerly, the cost of local post- 
age is still heavy compared with other parts of the world, 
especially on newspapers and other printed matter. It is there- 
fore gratifying to learn that our Postmaster-General, having re- 
duced the postage on letters between the Settlements of the 
Colony by private steamers to two cents, is now endeavouring 
to obtain a reduction on newspaper postage to one cent within 
the Colony and to two cents to all places east of Suez,—a recom- 
mendation that, if carried out, will be heartily welcomed by all 
mercantile men, whose prices current and market reports now 
cost them a large sum monthly. 


‘The Hadji Arshad gaming-house appeal case has again been 
brought before the Supreme Court and the judgment set aside, 
on the ground that the respondent—the Inspector General of 
Police,—had not been served with a notice of the hearing on ap- 
peal, as required by the Ordinance. This, however, does not 
affect the interpretation of the law as expounded by the Chief 
Justice in his decision on this case ; but as the appellant could 
not bring up his appeal a second time, the only course open to 
him is to petition the Government for the remission of the fine 
imposed by the magistrate under a mistaken conceptiou of the 
Jaw. 

The vacancy in the Legislative Council caused by the death of 
Mr. Forbes Scott Brown, the unofficial member for Penang, has 
been filled by the appointment of Mr. Walter Scott, of the firm 
of Messrs. Brown and Co., of that’Settlement, a most judicious se- 
lection, which has given great satisfaction. Among minor official 
changes to notice we may mention that Mr. A. W. Skinner, In- 
spector of Schools, Hospitals, and Prisons, has been appointed 
Acting Assistant Colonial Secretary, vice Mr. E. H. Watts, and 
that Mr. R. W. Hullett, Principal of the Rafiles Institution, 
takes up Mr. Skinner’s duties. Captain Walshe, police magis- 
trate, goes home on six montk:s’ leave of absence. 

The ball at the Government House, in commemoration of Her 
Majesty’s birthday, came off as announced on the 3rd Sept., 
when the hospitality of Sir Andrew and Lady Clarke was ex- 
tended to one of the largest gatherings of the residents ever as- 
sembled there, who were entertained right royally. 


The Lodge of Good Templars formed here about a year ago 
has proved a successful institution, and numbers now about fifty 
members, who are rapidly drawing others into their order. The 
lodge gave a very successful entertainment, at which some two 
or three hundred persons were present. ‘The programme con- 
sisted of songs, dialogues, and harangues bearing upon the 
objects of the order, and temperance refreshments were freely 
distributed during a half-hour intermission. We understand 
the lodge is now in a most flourishing condition. 

The Rifle Competition between seven officers and non-com- 
missioned officers of 1-10th Regiment and an equal number of 
the S. V. C., has been brought off at the Rifle Butts and proved 
one of the most exciting matches that has ever taken place 
here. During the last three or four rounds each corps lost and 
won alternately, and the match was so closely contested that the 
last shot was sufficient to give the championship to either side. 
Unfortunately for the S. V. C., they missed it, and 1-10th Regi- 
ment were declared the winners by three points. 


A fatal accident has occurred on board the steamer Bangkok 
during her passage down from Bangkok. Two days after leaving 
port, one of the native firemen, by some unaccountable means, 
fell into the crank well and was crushed almost to a jelly by the 
crank. An alarm was given and the steam shut off immediately 
to stop the engine, but before it could be brought to a stand-still 
the body was fearfully mangled. It was then taken out, and 
after prayers by the Mahomedan crew, it was stitched up in 
canvas and committed to the deep. 

A new dwelling house in course of erection on Mount Sophia, 
fell while the roof was being put on, burying six workmen in 
the ruins. One of them escaped with a few bruises, and was 
able to walk home, but the other five were more or less injured, 
and had to be sent to hospital, where, we learn, they are doing 
well. The accident was, no doubt, due to defective construction 
of the building. 

A warder has been assaulted by two prisoners in the criminal 
prison. The offenders were tried before two visiting justices 


and flogged.

IMPORTS. 

Newcuwana.—Messrs. Bush Brothers state, that manufactures had 
been placed in considerable quantities at improved rates, and that the 
demand for heavy goods continued. Grey Shirtings, 8}-lbs., were Tls. 
1.74. ; 10-lbs., Ts. 3.20 for Dragon and Lion chops; T-Cloths, 7-]bs., 
Tis. 1.46 to Tls. 1.49, Globe; 8-lbs. Eagle, Tls. 1.82; best 15-lbs. 
English Drills, Tls. 2.98 ; American, Tls. 3.60. 

Hankow.—The market had continued in the same dull state as pre- 
viously noticed. Sales had been on the most moderate scale, prices 
showing little or no change. 

SHancHat.—There had been but little change, the market generally 
having continued without animation, though transactions in the aggre- 
gate had been fairly large, considering the adverse advices lately re- 
ceived from the outports. Prices remained in most instances without 
alteration. 

Honea Konc.—There was nothing in the Import market calling ‘for 
any particular remark ; values had undergone little or no change, and 
the sales reported showed rather less business in progress than during 
the previous fortnight. The Chinese were buying with great caution, 
and in some cases prices have been barely maintained. 

Batavia.—The general position of the market for imports had un- 
dergone little change ; business for this season of the year was unusually 
inactive. For some descriptions of Dutch staples there continued to be 
a fair demand owing to the lightness of stocks. The only arrival had 
been the steamer Prins van Oranje, and a good portion of her supplies 
of Madapollams and Calicoes had been placed for arrival at about pre- 
vious currencies. English Grey and White Goods were in heavy stock 
and much neglected ; Yaris also were dull of sale. 

Siuncarore.—The market for Grey Cotton staples has been dull and 
depressed. Most articles had slightly declined in price, and business 
had been limited. 

Penanc.—No important change had taken place in the market during 
the fortnight—transactions had been exceedingly limited and quota- 
tions generally were unaltered,

Hanxow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.’s Report says :—Shortly 
after departure of our last, dated 4th Aug., the third crop Teas began 
to make their appearance, and the business of the fortnight has been 
entirely in this class. As usual, only a small portion of the Teas have 
been shown on this market, the bulk going direct to Shanghai. Our 
opening rates rre rather higher than those of last year, but we have a 
much lower exchange and cheaper freight in our favour, at the same 
time, we have been paying higher prices than Teamen can get in 
Shanghai. Settlements are :—5,611 chests, 9,492 half-chests, 200 boxes 
at 1s. 1d. tols. 4d. per Ib.; 1,344 half-chests at 11fd. to 1s, O#d. 
Among other settlements, several parcels of Oonfa have been bought 
at Tls. 16 to 20,Jand a few Shuntam-packed Tcas at Tls, 144 to 15, one 
very common lot being taken at Tls. 12} per picul. As regards the 
quality of the third crop, it is disappointing after what we had been led 
by Teamen, with their contiuual reports of favourable weather, to ex. 
pect. It is barely up to the average in our opinion : some of the better 
parcels will compare with lust ycar’s but certainly are not better. Ex- 
port keeps within bounds as compared with last year, although arrivals 
to date are a million in excess, As there will bea steamer for Shanghai 
in a day or two at Ts. 2 freight, most of the recent settlements are be- 
ing kept back in order to secure the cheap rate, otherwise we would 
probably have had a larger export for this mail. Teamen seem to agree 
that the third crop isa large one or can be made so; if prices in Shang- 
hai are remunerative, fresh orders will at once go up country to pack 
more Tea. 

Krux1ana.—Black Teas : 100 chops, amounting to 15,686 chests, had 
arrived during the fortnight, out of which four chops (700 chests) had 
been settled—Tls. 20.5.0 being the highest rate paid. Total arrivals, 
157,946 chests. Green Teas : Total arrivals, 10,796 half-chests. 

Suancual—Black : The amount of business transacted during the 
fortnight had again been very large, and, with the exception of the com- 
moner Teas, which showed a slight decline, there had been but little 
change in values. The market closed with a good demand at current 
rates. A considerable portion of the settlements were being shipped 
by sailing vessel. Supplies had come forward freely, even for the time 
of year, and with the remunerative prices ruling for common Teas, the 
almost inexhaustible manufactories of Shuntaam and Hohow were 
likely for a time to be brought into full play. Settlements for the 
fortnight, 47,000 chests; re-shipments, 3,460 chests; stock, 32,000 
packages. Green : A few chops of Tuckhing Moyunes had been shown, 
and had found buyers at prices Tls. 2 above last year’s opening rates. 
In water and appearance they were much the same as first arrivals 
of last season. A large business had been done during the fort- 
night, considering the high range of prices, and the great dis- 
crepancy existing between cost here and home value. <A de- 
cline of Tls. 1 to 2 from the extreme opening rates had been es- 
tablished. Pingsueys were meeting with some attention at about last 
quotations. The following wore about the prices paid :—Country Tea, 
Tis. 334 to 45} per picul ; Pingsuey, Tls.17 to 40; Local-packed, 
Tis. 40. Settlements, 50,418 half-chests; reshipments 2,275 half-chesta; 
stocks 61,340 half-chests. 

Foocnow.—A quieter feeling had prevailed during the week, and 
settlements showed a considerable falling off. Congou: Settlements 
had been 11,800 chests, at Tls. 64 to 23, and a few small lota of boxes 
t Tis. 24 to 26. Teamen had been more willing sellers of all grades 
and teas below medium showed a decline at about halfatael. Third 
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crop teas were coming to hand ; arrivals (24,700 chests. Souchong; 
Settlements 1,050 chests, at Tla.14 to 34. Prices without alteration. 


: Arrivals 3,000 chests. Oolong: Settlements 1,000 half-chesta at 


Tis. 184 to Tls. 21, being about previous rates. Arrivals 6,100 half- 
chests. Scented Teas had been in good demand at prices maintaining 
the decline noticed in the last issue—settlements amounting to 10,400 
boxes at Tls. 19} to 26 for Orange Pekoe, and Tls. 19 to 23} for Capers. 
Arrivals 5,800 boxes. Flowery Pekoe: Settlements 140 chests at 
Ts. 88. Arrivals nil. 

Amor and Tamsul.—Some further purchases of Oolongs had been 
made, principally for shipment to New York by the steamer Bengal, 
though some of the best Teas were reported to be going ria Southamp- 
ton and by the Pacific Mail route. The prices paid had generally been 
$3 to $5 per picul over last season’s opening figures. Oolong statistics 
were :—Arrivals, 129,864 half-chests ; settlements, 23,021 half-chests ; 
and stock, 106,843 half-chests. Advices from Tamsui are to the 18th 
instant, at which time prises were unchanged, except for lower grades, 
which were quoted sumewhat cheaper. The total export to America of 
new Formosa Oolongs was about 1,000,000 Ibs. 

Canton.—Mesers. Deacon and Co’s Report says :—Quietness has 
characterised our Tea market during the interval since last mail. 
Home advices continue of the most discouraging nature, and Teamen 
do not offer much inducement to operators by making any concession 
in price, the value of raw leaf in the country being firmly maintained. 
Congous : No Settlements have been made here, but extensive con- 
tracts are reported in Macao at Tis. 14 to 19 per picul.— Scented Teas : 
Capers are unchanged in value, and the assortment of desirable quality 
is reduced to a small compass. Orange Pekoes have, in some instances, 
gone at prices the turn in favour of buyers but purchases have been 
very moderate.

THE HONG KONG BANK MEETING. 

THE Chairman of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank 
certainly possesses the swaviter in modo in an eminent 
degree. In his address to the shareholders at Hong Kong 
on August 19, which we published in the London and 
China Telegraph of Oct. 5, he describes in the most agree- 
able manner all the ugly losses sustained by the bank. 
These losses came upon the directors from all quarters. 
The branches at Yokohama, Shanghai, Calcutta, and even 
London, all contribute their quota of bad debts. Head- 
quarters seems to be spared from mention in the category, 
but if all accounts are true, the Hong Kong Establishment 
figures for a considerable sum on the wrong side, owing 
chiefly to exchange operations, but with Mr. GREIG at his 
side, the Chairman seems to have spared him from any un- 
pleasant remarks on his management of the bank’s affairs. 
But more remarkable than the Chairman’s ability to “ make 
things pleasant” is the conduct of the shareholders. No 
questions asked—everything taken for granted—and no 
attempt to criticise any of the transactions by which such 
enormous losses were incurred, leading to no dividend and 
a heavy wipe off the reserve fund. The shareholders in 
England, however, are not so well satisfied at the altered 
condition and appearance of their property, and the loss of 
dividend is a serious matter to many who hold shares and 
rely on their dividends as part of their income, to be de- 
prived of which is a serious inconvenience. It would have 
been more satisfactory if the meeting had discussed the 
report presented for their approval, which seems to have 
passed without any challenge whatever. What is to be 
understood by the vague allusion to the losses made by the 
London branch ? The Chairman is reported to have said, 
“The most severe loss comes to us from London. Our 
“ manager there had, on his own responsibility and with- 
“out our knowledge or consent, made some considerable 
“ transactions in bonds and securities outside of English 
“ and Indian Government paper, and the result has been 
“a heavy loss. We have considered it advisable and best 
“in your interest to provide fully for this loss, though we 
“do not accept it on account of the Bank, and in the mean- 
“‘ time we have asked for explanations.” 


This implies a grave dereliction of duty on the part of 
Mr. VACHER, the London Manager, and it is hardly 
fair to him to make such ambiguous statements. What, 
for example, are we to understand by “ we do not accept 
it on account of the Bank.” Does it imply that the trans 
actions were entered into on Mr. VACHEN’S private account, 
and that the Bank look to him to make good the losses 3 
It is to be hoped that Mr. VACHER will himself make 
some reply to these charges publicly made against him. The 
supineness of the Hong Kong shareholders in not question- 
ing this matter at the meeting, is to be regretted by all who 
have the permanent interests of the Bank at heart. The 
supineness of the Directors in not taking vigorous action in 
respect to the serious losses incurred is astounding. The 
most flagrant dereliction and incompetency have been shown 
to exist in the staff of managers, and yet no one is dis- 
missed or suspended. The Directors simply “ ask for expla- 
nations,” and we presume hesitate to take decided measures 
until further crushing losses shall have been sustained. 
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AUSTRALIA VIA SINGAPORE. 

THIS line is one of considerable importance, forming not 
only a new link between the colonies and this country, 
but connecting as it does the large and closely allied 
markets of China, the Straits, and Australia, which bave 
hitherto been without regular communication. The Com- 
pany’s fleet now consists of the Singapore, the Somerset, the 
Brisbane, the Normanby, and the Bowen, vessels of fvll 
power, and especially fitted for tropical countries. The 
first-class accommodation is all above the main deck, and 
forward of the engines, thus avoiding the heat and smell. 
Arrangements have been made, by which passengers from 
England may book through to Queensland and New South 
Wales by steamers of the Messageries Maritimes from 
Marseilles, and by the Glen, Castle, and China lines from 
London. The advantages which Queensland will derive 
from this line are very great. This colony, which is one 
of the most enterprising and prosperous in Australia, has 
concluded a postal contract with the Company, that has 
given great satisfaction in Brisbane, London letters being 
delivered there in fifty-one days. The resources of Queens- 
land are being rapidly developed, and large districts in the 
north, which a few years ago were uninhabited, are now 
assuming the proportions of prosperous towns, separated 
only by gradually shortening distances between Brisbane 
and Somerset. The mineral productions are attracting 
considerable attention, rich gold fields are reported in the 
north, and it is evident that valuable and important re- 
sults will arise from the connection of such a country with 
China, Java, and the Straits. The collapse of the line to 
San Francisco, and the probable abandonment of the oc- 
casional service of the Netherlands India Steam Company 
from Batavia, will leave this Company free to work the 
field thoroughly. Singapore is the Company’s central 
depot, and the wisdom of this selection is manifest. It is 
within a few days’ reach of Hong Kong, Manila, Java, 
Siam, &c., while India is close on the other side. Like 
most new companies dealing with chartered vessels, the 
Eastern and Australian Company have had difficulties in 
the first year which are not likely to occur when their own 
fleet is at work. 


THE Associated Chambers of Commerce, recently in 
session at Newcastle-on-Tyne, have been discussing the 
subject of the Western China route, and, in addition to 
passing a vote of thanks to Lord SALisBury for his action 
in the matter of the survey, a vote of thanks has been ten- 
dered to Captain Sprye. A similar course has been taken 
by the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce. The Chambers 
throughout the kingdom seem fully alive to the importance 
of the route, and they evidently look with satisfaction upon 
the prospect of a complete survey. Now that this question 
has attracted the attention of so eminent a section of the 
commercial community the Government will doubtless see 
the necessity of completing the survey at once.

THE HONG KONG AND SHANGHAI BANKING 
CORPORATION. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—No one can read the report of the meeting of the share- 
holders of the above Corporation, and the speech of the Chairman, 
Mr. W. H. Forbes, without being very much impressed by the 
all but total silence on the part of the shareholders which pre- 
vailed, although there was so much requiring further explanation. 
The Chairman, referring to losses incurred, says, “ ‘The most 








severe comes to us from London,” and yet no shareholder was | 


tempted, or thought it worth while, to ask what was the amount 


of loss that had been incurred by the manager, notwithstanding - 


that it is acknowledged by the Chairman that arong the heavy 
losses experienced this is the most severe. But it appears to me 


that there was another most pertinent question which would ‘ 


occur to any one at the meeting, viz, What measures had been 
adopted towards the party who had occasioned so severe a loss 
in unauthorised transactions? It is true that the Chairman 
says, “ We have asked for explanations.” Now it appears to me 
that sufficient explanations had already been afforded to the 
shareholders to call for vigorous and immediate action. I refer 
to the words which fell from Mr. Forbes, viz., “ ‘The manager 
there (in London) had, on his own responsibility, and without 
our knowledge or consent, made some considerable transactions 
in bonds and securities outside of English and India Government 
paper, and the result has been a heavy loss.” 

One more remark, Sir, in conclusion. Mr. Morgan was quite 
right when he paid a high compliment to Mr. Pyke, and I quite 
agree with him when he said that Mr. Pyke was the best man 
on the board. If Iam not very much mistaken, that gentleman 
has been the one to advocate the writing off of these heavy 
losses ; and I doubt very much if, before he joined the board, 
losses were thus dealt with so soon as they might have been. 
But the question occurs to me, if the directors have told the 
worst in the report, why should Mr. Pyke resign his seat at the 
board, not only long before his contemplated departure from the 
colony, but, as the report of the meeting reads, in rather a 
“hutfy ” tone?

Sirn,—We are now in possession of the full report of the half- 
yearly meeting of this institution. The telegram pomouay re- 
ceived as to the nature of the report had prepared us in a mea- 
sure for what the Chairman termed “misfortunes”; but I 
imagine that few shareholders, on this side at any rate, antici- 
pated such a string of disasters as has now been submitted to 
them. As usual with meetings in China, “none of the share- 
holders asked any questions,” and the report and statement of 
accounts were “carried unanimously.” While appreciating the 
proverbial esprit de corps that has been handed down by old 
China hands to their descendants in these matters, it is almost 
time to inquire whether this continued feeling of good fellow- 
ship is not, in the present instance, a little out of place. I con- 
fess I should have been inclined mildly to ask what guarantee, 
or rather what hope, can we have, at any rate under present 
management, that these “severe and totally unexpected losses” 
will not recur? Looking at previous reports, which assured the 
proprietary that the most ample provision had been made for all 
deficiencies in respect of old liabilities, it cannot but be appalling 
to men of business to find that the “severe,” as distinguished from 
the “totally unexpected,” losses arise from those old wounds which 
it was fondly hoped were healed, as stated. Is it not probable 
that they will still continue to drain the Bank’s resources, and is 
it not also not impossible that the “totally unexpected ” losses, 
which are confessedly not done with, may also reappear in the ac- 
counts for some time to come? Unless, indeed, some assurance 
is given that the past system of “tinkering” is discontinued, it 
can scarcely be otherwise, if one may judge from experience. 
But the most serious part as it seems to me of the Chairman’s 
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speech is the words :—“ Gentlemen, you have no need to fear 
for the future of the Bank.” Task in astonishment “Why ?” 
How is it possible that such a statement was not comtbated by 
the shareholders present ? Does no one in China see the danger * 
of having, at each branch of importance, managers who have, 
one and all, so signally failed in judgment? Why was specula- 
tion in exchange permitted to be carried on in Shanghai to such 
a huge extent, and why, if allowed, was the policy abandoned 
just at the very time when, if, 2s we believe, it had been fur- 
ther pursued, the desperate game that was being played might 
have resulted in a large “haul.” Why are the shareholders 
saddled with another incubus in Hong Kong, viz., the Indo- 
Chinese Sugar Company? Have not the inheritance of the 
sugar refinery and the acquisition of the pier and godown pre- 


| mises convinced the manager there that sound judgment did not 


warrant the Bank in becoming in any way interested perma- 
nently in this interesting concern, which those who are not 80 
sanguine as the directors think may be again unpleasantly pro- 
minent in the accounts? ‘The present manager in Yokohama is, 
we are told, innocent of the mischief effected there ; so it is un- 
necessary to remark on this branch, although I cannot help won- 
dering to whose “calculations” the Bank is indebted fur this 
year’s speculations in “ metallic currency.” 

The most astounding revelation, however, is that of the Lon- 
don loss incurred. Where, after hearing of -ths, can the share- 
holders look for safety, and what confidence can they retain in 
any future soundness or even apparent prosperity! Any new 
features on the right side of such an account as that before me 
must necessarily be regarded with interest and even scrutiny. 
A profit on its own insurances, it might be suggested, ought to 
have accrued to the Bank from its very commencement ; not 
necessarily on its own underwriting, but in the heavy bonuses 
on its own business reaped by its managers (in addition to their 
handsome salaries) in virtue of their holding shares in local 
offices. This point I have heard referred to frequently lately. 
Considering that no posts are now so well paid in China as those 
of bank managers, I should, ix conclusion, suggest that of all 
banks the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation 
should ascertain that its managers are men whose services are 
worth their salary, and if not should replace them. It would 
be far better to wind the Bank up at once than again present to

CHINA AND JAPAN. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 
Sin,—The immediate prospect of war between China and 
Japan cannot be regarded without grave apprehension. The 
direct effects on foreigners and on foreign trade may not be 
pleasant. Should Japan show the skill and vigour with which 


the ports. Japanese officers are eagerly buying up charts of the 
River Yangtsze, evidently with some sinister object in view. 
Should China conquer, as most people anticipate, from the fact 
of her greater resources, and the recent improvement in her 
armaments, then a revolution in Japan will be the first result, 
a revolutior almost necessarily including many retrograde mea- 
sures, and certainly containing few, if any, elements favourable 
to foreigners. The second result will be a great increase of 
Chinese bluster ; and during the display of such bluster the irre- 
concilables of China may seize the opportunity for a raid on 
all foreigners, now that they have conquered the foreign Ja- 
panese. The third result will be a retrograde movement in 
China. A year ago, at the time of the notorious Audience, 
Japan led the van, and forced an entrance to the Emperor's pre- 
sence. And in the opinion of very many the more complete 
opening of China was to be the effect. of the vigorous and rapid 
advance of her dreaded neighbour, Japan. It was thought that 
China would yield points to a civilised Japanese which she 
would never concede to an over barbarian; and that these 
barbarians might press in holding on to young Japan’s coat- 
tails. But now, with Japan humbled, conquered, convulsed, 
with her people casting off in disgust foreign coats and hats, 
and shouting for old days of seclusion and enmity, who is to 
wake up China, and who is to arrest her darling tendency to 
stand still or step back ? 

In truth, the prospect before us is none of the brightest. One 
ground for hope lies in the bankrupt or at least impoverished 
state of the Exchequer, both of Japan and China. Some go- 
between of influence might yet prevent war ; but no one speaks, 
and we await the result with mingled interest and anxiety. 

There is a strange assault being made at the present time 
especially in the Ningpo district, against both Buddhism an 
Taoism. In one instance a temple has been turned into a 
school ; and, as the Worth China Daily News informs us, only

thorough-going Confucian magistrate, but it is a curious phe- 
nomenon ; the persecution of native religions and the tolera- 
tion of Christianity. Meanwhile, headlong, reforming, Japan 
cannot make up her mind to grant full toleration to Christians. 
An interesting study surely is presented by these two now rival, 
and frowning, growling, Empires.—Yours obediently, 
Shanghai, August 14, 1874.

THE J. APANESE NAVY. 

A letter in the Cologne Gazette from Tokio, dated the 10th of August, 
gives some interesting information relative to the Japanese navy. The 
correspondent says that when the expedition to Formosa was being got 
ready it was found that the American and English ships, which had been 
bought several years ago, were for the most part either defective or of 
obsolete construction, and that they were far from being so efficient as 
was believed. The naval officers, too, are imperfectly trained, and they 
soon become disconcerted in critical situations where rapid and suga- 
cious action is required. The men are pretty well drilled, the Japanese 
being extraordinarily skilful in all mechanical work ; ‘but they are 
small and of slender build, and therefore soon get tired. Those who 
know the heavy guns w hich the marines have to work will easily under- 
stand that much depends in a naval action on the strength and en- 
durance of the gunners. The strong and tough Chinese have a decided 
advantage over the Japanese in this respect. Indeed, the Chinese 
would be in no way inferior to the Japanese in a war between the two 
countries. The ships in the Chinese fleet are partly constructed 
entirely of iron, partly ironclad wooden vessels; their number, in- 
cluding the steam tr ansports and gunboats, is a little over thirty, 
and they are all kept in good condition and in constant repair. 
Japan, on the other hand, has only fifteen ships of war, with a 
few transports and gunboats, which, however, are in such a rotten 
state that they could only be used for harbour duty, and could not 
venture out to sea. Of the two ironclads, one is the Stonercall, which 
served in the American civil war. It is now almost out of date, and 
would be hardly manageable in the violent south-western monsoons on 
the Formosan coast. The other, Rioyokan, is covered with a 34-in. 
plate—useless against the heavy rifled Krupp guns with which the 
Chinese arm their frigates. Its capacity is 1,300 tons, it has an engine 
of 280-horse power, and it is armed with two 100- -pounder Armstrongs 
and eight 64- -pounder muzzle-loaders ; its crew consists of 275 men. 
The ram Adsumakan has an engine of 500-horse power, and is armed 
with one 300-pounder and two 70-pounders, all muzzle-loaders. The 
corvette Vitsinkan, of 1,000 tons and 250-horee power, is armed with a 
7-inch Armstrong and six 60- -pounders; its crew consists of 145 men. The 
Kagusakan has a good engine of 300-horse power; it is armed with 
one 100-pounder, four 50-pounders, and one 20-pounder, and its crew 
consists of 130 men. The steam corvette Malacca (formerly English), 
of 1,400 tons and 300-horse power, is now called Tukulakan, and is 
being equipped as a training ship. The four gunboats, Wunyokan, 
Mosikan, Hosholan, and Thaborkan, are armed with from four to six 
heavy guns each, and have crews of from sixty to seventy men. The 
harbour training ship Fusiyamakan, the transport Osaca Maru, and a 
few others, might also be empluyed in case of need ; but the older gun- 
boats are useless for purposes of war, and could only serve as hospital 
and store ships. The English officers, mates, and sailors, who are in the 
pay of Japan as instructors, may train up some capable men here and 
there, but the correspondent thinks that the Japanese race is, as a 
whole, not suited for the production of first-rate seamen.

Tue “ Bessemer” steamer, which has been designed to obviate the 
inconveniences of the Channel passage by means of a swinging saloun, 
has been fitted, in addition to the ordinary boats, with two large rafts 
on the plan patented by Mr. H. Christie, of the P. and 0. Company, 
Each of these rafts is 35ft. long, hes 8ft. beam, and is 18in. deep, is 
constructed of sheet iron jin. thick, and is composed of fifteen water- 
tight compartments. Stanchions with ropes are fixed round the sides 
on swivels, so as to be available, either side of the raft being upwarda, 
The rafts are rather long in proportion to their width ; but it seems 
the situation in which they are placed would not admit of a greater 
beam. The rafts rest outside the bulwark on a stand, and are braced 
close to the ship's side, so that they could be dropped overboard in- 
staneously by means ofa trigger arrangement. 

Commander Sir William Wiseman, who has commissioned the Lap- 
wing, became an acting sub- licutenant March 24, 1865, and obtained 
the rank of lieutenant March, 1867. As lieutenant he was appoitited 
in 1867 to the Dana, 6, Captain Sir Malcolm Macgregor, Bart., fitting 
at Portsmouth for the Cape of Good Hope, and commanded afterwards 
on the North America and West India stations by Captain William 
Graham. He left the Dane in April, 1870, and in the following 
September was appointed to the Lord Warden, 18, Captain Thomas 
Brandreth, flagship in the Mediterranean of Vice-Admiral Sir Hastings 
R. Yelverton, K.C.B., from which ship he was advanced to the rank of 
commander. He served as inspecting officer of the Coast-guard Divi- 
sion at Hastings from October 6, 1873, until appointed to the Lapwing. 


Colonel P. S. Lumsden, C.B., C.S.I., A.D.C. to the Queen, Bengal 
Staff Corps, has been appointed "to act as adjutant-general of the army 
from Sept. 1, the date on which General Johnson resigned the post. 
Colonel Lumsden has seen considerable service in India. Ho also 
accompanied the expedition to China in 1860, and was present at the 
actions of Sinho and Tangchow, assault and capture of the Taku fort, 
and advance on Peking (mentioned in despatches, medal with two 
clasps, and brevet of major). 


Brevet-Major H. Grattan, 35th Regiment, has been appointed aide- 
de-camp to the Hon. Sir ACH. Gordon, K.C.M.G., Governor and Com- 
mander-in-Chief at Mauritius, Major Grattan served with the Queen's 
Royals throughout the campaign of 1860 in North China, including the 
action of Sinho, capture of Tangchow, actions of the 18th and 21st 
September, and surrender of Peking (medal with two clasps). 


Mr. H. G. Swainson, Lieutenant R.N., who for some years did 
good service for the Chinese at Foochow Arsenal—his last work having 
been organising and commanding the training ship Kien Wei—as- 
sumed his dutics in charge of the Observatory and superintendent of 
chronometers at Portsmouth dockyard on the 1st inst.

Colonel G. F. Mann, C.B., of the Royal Engineers, who served in 
China during the war of 1857-58 and 1860, commanding the Royal 
Engineers at the capture of Canton, at the storming of the Taku Forts, 
and throughout the subsequent operations which ended in the gurrendet 
of Peking, has just retired on full pay. 


The Admiralty have sanctioned the addition of ‘Cocoatina” to the 
medical comforts now supplied to Her Majesty’s sea-going ships, in the 
proportion of ounce for every individual of the complement.

Captain P. Coulomb, of the Audacious, and Vice-Admiral Ryder's 
flag-captain, has brought under the notice of the Admiralty an im- 
proved candle and a new pattern lamp, for the lighting of the lower 
decks of our men-of-war. 

Prixcr Louis Napor.kon has made a public appearance as one of the 
competitors in a grand assault at arms, given at the Royal Military 
Academy at Woolwich, and in a fencing match with M. Conneau was 
the winner. 

Lieutenant Edward England Richards, who served in the Imperieuse 
flagship on the East India and China station in 1859, has just died at 
Northampton, at the age of forty-two.

Tenders for £500,000 in bills on India were received on the 
7th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were—

Tenders on all Presidencies at 1s. 10d. will receive about 9 per 
cent.; above in full. These results show no change. 

The report of the Eastern Extension Australasia and China 
Telegraph Company (Limited) has been issued. The total earn- 
ings for the half-year have amounted to £115,753, against 
£106,778 2s. 5d. for the corresponding period of last year ; the 
working expenses to £24,404 4s, 3d. ; defalcations at Shanghai 
to £3,182 12s. 7d.; and the repair and maintenance of the 
cables to £3,099 8s. 1d. Income-tax and interest on debentures 
have absorbed a further sum of £1,214 16s., leaving a balance of 
profit for the half-year of £83,851 19s. 1d. One interim divi- 
dend of 1} per cent., amounting to £29,962 10s., has already been 
distributed, and another of similar amount is now declared, pay- 
able on the 15th of October, leaving the sum of £23,926 19s, 1d.

The Eastern Telegraph Company’s traffic receipts for the 
month of September amounted to £28,208, against £33,162 for 
the corresponding period of last year. The traffic receipts of the 
Eastern Extension Australasia and China Company for the month 
amounted to £18,163, and to £19,128 for the corresponding 
period of 1873. The traffic receipts of the Great Northern Com- 
pauy for the month were this year, f.427,121 (£17,085) ; last 
year, £.334,781 (£13,390). 

It is stated that the Suez Canal Company are giving much 
trouble to vessels by ignoring the new “ Suez Canal Register,” 
as issued by the Board of Trade on the principle recommended 
by the Constantinople Commission. They insist upon a re- 
measurement by their own engineers, and compel payment ac- 
cordingly, thus entailing upon vessels much expense and loss of 
time. 

Messrs. Sillar and Co.’s Tea Circular states that :— 

About 150 half-chests of re-dried teas, which had been under water 
in the Thames, were publicly sold by auction in Mincing-lane on the 
29th ultimo. The catalogue declared “The Kiln-dried Teas in this 
catalogue have been analysed by Wm. Sedgwick Saunders, M.D., 
Public Analyst for the City of London, and been pronounced fit for 
sale on this market,” and the auctioneer stated that the Customs au- 
thorities were prepared to receive duty upon them as upon sound teas, 
What guarantee is there that they will not be sold in the country as 
suund teas? The Gordon Castle has arrived with a hundred tons of 
submerged teas on board ; 1,400,000 lbs. are reported to have been sold 
at Lisbon for £500. At a shilling a pound (the price obtained for the 
above) these would realise no less a sum than £70,000. The tempta- 
tion to cheat the public is therefore great. 

With reference to the above extract, Messrs. W. J. and H. 
Thompson write as follows :— 

“The 100 tons referred to have come in ballast—the lead of the 
chests intended only to be saved. The sale also to which Mr. Sillar 
refers was based upon the value of the lead, and there is not any chance 
of the tea being introduced for consumption. We are able to speak as 
to this, as a gentleman from our house was employed by the under- 
writers to inspect the cargo at Lisbon, and he condemned the whole as 
utterly spoiled.” : 

The bullion por P. and O, steamer Surat, from Southampton, 
Thursday, was—in silver, to Penang, £11,000; to Singapore, 
£40,000 ; to Hong Kong, £14,063 ; to Shanghai, £1,600. 

A little more activity in the market for Bar Silver caused a 
fractional advance of 1-16d. per oz., and the late arrivals of 
£77,850 from the Pacific, and £81,000 from New York, were 
pes at 57 11-16d. per oz. standard. The orders have now, 

owever, been executed, and we do not think this price will be 
maintained. There have been no arrivals of Mexican Dollars. 








THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns present rather more favourable 
features for the month of September, for, although the total 
value of our exportations in the month amounted to £21,463,876, 
against £22,274,225 in the corresponding month in 1873—a de- 
cline of £810,349, or 34 per cent.—the diminution has been one of 
value rather than of quantity. For the nine months the figures 
stand—1872, £190,314,662 ; 1873, £193,675,520; and 1874, 
£180,940,908. In cotton piece goods, the value of which repre- 
sents about 22 per cent. of the total exports for the month, the 
increase in quantity is 15} per cent., whereas the value has only 
increased 6} percent.; andalkali, which showsan advance of nearly 
24 per cent. in quantity, haa declined nearly 2 per cent. in value ; 
but, perhaps, the most striking instance is in coals, which have 
risen from 1,134,893 tons to 1,399,954 tons or 234 per cent., while 
the value has fallen from £1,168,441 to £1,114,401, or 44 per cent. 
The imports amount to £31,142,994, against $30,203,600 in 
September, 1873, or an increase of 3 percent. For the nine 
months the figures stand—1872, £262,295,678; 1873, £276,174,564; 
and 1874, £283,481,592. The exports of cotton yarn show an in- 
crease in quantity of 18} per cent., and in value of 2 per cent. ; 
cotton piece goods an increase of 15 per cent. in quantity and 6} 
percent. in value ; linen yarn a decrease of 1 per cent. in quantity 
and 12 per cent. in value ; linen piece goods a decrease of 12} 
per cent. in quantity and 7 per cent. in value ; woollen yarn an 
increase of 4? per cent. in quantity and 74 per cent. in value; 
woollen cloths an increase of 22 per cent. in quantity and 25 per 
cent. in value; worsted stuffs an increase of 6 per cent. in quantity 
and 5 per cent. in value ; iron and steel a decrease of 16 per cent. 
in quantity and 23 per cent. in value.

Lispoy, Oct. 8.—The Glamis Castle (str.), from Hong Kong, to 
London, has arrived here, in tow of the John Bramall (str.), from Rot- 
terdam to Batavia, with damage to keel near sternpost. 

Another telegram :—‘‘ Glamis Castle (str.), towed in disabled by 
John Bramall (str.), keel broken between sternposts appears six inches ; 
rudder difficult to move and up engines stopped. 6.30 p.m., Sunday, 
forty miles North Berlings, tried turn Hand not move ; believe best 
plan get two powerful tugs tow ship London if can get steering gear to 
act, danger is if after sternpost gives way ; bad weather.” 

SUNDERLAND, Oct. 2.—A telegram from Hong Kung announces that 
the Malvern foundered in the typhoon ; all hands lost. 

Advices from St. Helena state that the Nederland and Orange, 
Phatf, from Saigon to Rotterdam, which put in there, 20th Aug., 











with damage, discharged about 3800 tons cargo to get at the 
leak ; it was then stopped, and some slight repairs were then ef- 
fected, the discharged cargo was reshipped, and the vessel proceeded 
Sth Sept. The surveyors reported that, so far as could be seen, the 
cargo appeared to be in good order ; 10th Sept.—The Tennyson, M‘Kin- 
lay, from Batavia to Queenstown, which put in there, 4th July, making 
water, has landed 3,924 baskets of sugar up to the present time. The 
services of a diver belonging to H.M.S. Barracouta, were obtained 27th 
Aug., for the purpose of discovering and stopping the leak. The diver ex- 
amined her and reported a great amount of copper off just abaft the 
stern post, and many sheets off in other places. A survey was held 
28th by two officers and a carpenter of the Barracouta and they re- 
commend the following repairs to be effected, viz., the defective beams 
to be fished and an iron breasthoop to be introduced in addition to the 
one broken, the copper to be repaired as far as possible when the vessel 
is heeled over, the mizenmast to be fished and the caulking when slack 
to be made good. The surveyors declared that the vessel would then 
be fit to take two-thirds of her full cargo to England, where she would 
immediately go into dock. 

The Batavia, from Australia to Java, with coal, was wrecked in 
Torres Straite.
